The Report of the President 


Although this convention reviews a relatively short period since the jubilee meeting 
it is significant as marking the first year of the second half-century of the Synod’s 
existence. Perhaps this significance can be seen by a comparison of some of its reports 
with those of fourteen years ago when the Synod last met in this Church of the 
Reformation. 

A comparison of the congregation's statistics for that year with this shows its 
development, especially when the grave economic changes that took place in the interval 


are considered:

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Other improvements in the life of the synod are shown by comparisons of the 
present state of the Church with that reported at the previous convention here in these 
respects: 

Then, only three pastors could report the prevalence of faanite worship. Today, 
through the daily devotions published by the Stewardship committee, it has become 
general. Then, six congregations had no every member visitation. Today, Mr. Black 
of the Laymen’s movement reports 100% cooperation. Pastors’ salaries then were 
reported inadequate due to high living costs. Today, a comparison with four years ago, 
when the latest previous data was compiled, shows that in this period 55 congregations 
have increased pastors’ salaries by an average of 21%; two others have provided free 
parsonages without reducing salaries. Then, a growing synodical consciousness was 
reported, Today, the Jubilee efforts of last year have brought about an intelligent 
esprit de corps in the Synod that was previously hardly hoped for. 


Thus the Synod goes forward in faith and life, not by any means with perfection, 
but as a growing plant. May He who gives the increase bless our continued watering. 


A word of personal sentiment from your president also is occasioned by our meeting 
here. The 1928 convention was the first at which he presided. He recalls with deep 
appreciation the spirit of helpfulness shown by the congregation and delegates and their 
tolerance of his inexperience as a moderator. This suggests, too, his undying gratitude 
for the loyalty with which the congregation’s pastor at that time, the lamented Paul R. 
Siebert, D.D., then also the president of the Wisconsin conference, upheld his arms in 
their common administrative tasks. This appreciation is continued toward Reformation 
by the membership now of the Synod’s revered ey the Rev. Wm. F. Bacher, D.D., 
here.

Duluth 


Upon an urgent request from the church council of St. John’s church, Duluth, that 
the Executive Committee relieve a difficult situation existing there, and the Executive 
Committee’s inability to comply with the request, your president met with some 22 
members and former members of the congregation and at their request has been providing 
them with Sunday services of worship led by students and pastors. 
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War Times 


In the period under review the nation, has been thrust into war. The Church cannot 


escape grave problems incident to the new situation. The nation needs not only the 


consolations but also courageous proclamation of the Gospel more than in times of 
peace. So, besides the new tasks of strengthening our people who go to war and con- 
soling those who stay behind and are in constant danger of seeing their loved ones no 
more or receiving their maimed bodies for life-long care or burial, the Church must 
extend its ministry so that the world-wide program of the Church may not be utterly 
defeated as a result of men’s and nations’ -passions aroused by the conflict. There are 
two specific activities that demand our attention with this end in view: 

Lutheran World Action, the efforts promoted by the National Lutheran Council to 
continue support of the missions in heathen lands cut off by the war from their mother 
churches and to follow our Lutheran boys with the ministrations of the Church as they 
enter the armed forces of the nation, deserve our utmost support. Even though the 
solicitation for this task is planned to be completed on the Sunday following this con- 
vention, it is an assured fact that another such effort will be necessary a year later. Even 


should the war be ended by that time, the work of reconstruction will demand such 


extra effort on the part of the Church. Christian people must be prepared to sacrifice 
for these God-given tasks just’as willingly as they do under the es irae of. taxation 
and war hysteria for support of their nation. 

Men for the Ministry; the demands of the nation for the services of our young men 
have already seriously affected the supply of students for the ministry. For the first 
time in fifteen years there are not enough graduates from our seminary to fill all the 
vacancies in the Synod. Many boys who had already applied for enrollment in the 
seminary have gone off to war. We would not for a moment discourage our red-blooded 
youth from such loyalty to their country, but we have no hesitancy whatever in stating 
that it takes just as great courage and that, therefore, there is just as great a challenge 
for young men to enter the ministry. Our prayers should continually be made for our 
seminary and pre-seminary students for the ministry that they withstand the popular 
disparagement of their intentions and maintain their resolution to serve their nation by 
serving the King of kings. We should also be constantly on the alert to guide promising 
young men, even in high school days, to look forward to the service of the ministry 
as a life calling. The Church, through President Knubel, is compiling a list of all college 
men definitely known to have the ministry in view in order that through proper chan- 
nels they may be exempted from army service. All such students should be listed and 


their names sent to your president who is cooperating with President Knubel in this 


matter, 


Chaplaincy 


Spiritual service to the men in the armed forces is a necessity from the sendpocint 
of the Church. But only the strongest ministers should be permitted to enter this field. 


A purely voluntary system, depending upon the initiative of individual ministers to 
supply chaplains is inadequate. There is also a technical difficulty in the selection of 


such men, due to the Church’s position that only a call from the Church warrants 
ordination or the transfer of a minister from one field to another. It is a grave question 
whether a commission from the army or navy, even with the approval of the Church's 
committee on Army and Navy Work, constitutes such a call. Your president, in view 
of the emergency, has on occasion given such an interpretation, but he would feel much 
more sure of his ground in this matter, and at the same time feel more confident of 
having the best men enter this service if the Synod should by formal action authorize 
its Executive committee to select and call men for the chaplaincy, which would be 
indeed a call to the ministry of the Word and Sacraments. He, therefore, makes that a 


recommendation to the Synod. 
Centennials 


The Synod rejoices: with the whole United Lutheran Church in America at the 
bicentennial of the coming of Henry Melchior Muhlenberg to this land, and the centennial 
of Father Heyer’ s inauguration of our Foreign Mission work in India. The program of 
the Synod is arranged with these events in mind. The coming convention of the 
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U.L.C.A. will also stress these celebrations. The plans of the Council of Church Secre- 
taries for this year’s special promotional activity contemplate meetings in all of the con- 
gregations following the Louisville convention to bring its inspiration, especially as 
occasioned by these centennial observances, to every member of all synods. Your presi- 
dent bespeaks the active cooperation of every rer and delegate to this Synod in these | 


efforts. 
Jubilee Offering 


The Jubilee Offering has not been quite completed. All of the congregations received 
at the Jubilee convention and some older ones should be given an opportunity to par- 
ticipate in this feature of the celebration of the 50th anniversary of the Synod. Your 
president therefore recommends that the Synod authorize the director of the Jubilee 
Offering to arrange for it in all of those congregations which have not yet made it. 


Stewardship Secretary 


Among the great benefits of the jubilee celebration has been the revelation of a deep 
loyalty to the synod that has expressed itself on the part of hundreds of individuals by 
their willingness to make sacrificial gifts to the work of the synod. This revelation — 
could not have been made without the personal contacts incident to the jubilee offering. 
Recognizing this fact, the Stewardship committee has taken action looking toward the 
creation of the office of a full-time stewardship secretary whose duties it would be to — 
keep in touch with such individuals, seek out new ones and in general to promote 
stewardship among the congregations and members of the synod. Your president would 
add an official recommendation that this be done. | 


U. L. C. A. Convention 


The United Lutheran Church in America will hold its 13th biennial convention in 
Louisville, Kentucky, October 14-21. The Synod is entitled to 10 clerical and 10 lay © 
delegates to represent it there. It is well for the convention to bear in mind that delegates 
should be chosen not so much for ba own education, nor as an honor bestowed upon 
them, as with the two primary purposes of representing the Synod at its best, and of 
influencing the United Lutheran Church in America to do its work according to the 
highest Christian principles of faith, and the carrying out of the great commission. 


Other Elections 


As usual, four members of the Board of Directors of Northwestern Lutheran 
theological seminary are to be elected. 

The terms of the three elective jlficers of the Synod expire on July 3Ist. It is 
incumbent upon this convention to fill these offices for the new term of 3 years by the 
election of a president, secretary, and treasurer. :

Report of the Home Mission Superintendent 


Marks of Progress: The summary of the statistics of the Home Missions of the 
Northwest Synod shows the advance that is general through 1941 as another step 
forward in the Synod's development. It will be noted that three congregations have 
attained self-support as regards home mission aid. They are St. John's, Great Falls, 
Montana, the Rev. G. T. Olson, pastor; Trinity, Marshfield, Wisconsin, the Rev. C. A. 
Kipps, pastor; and Wooddale, Minneapolis, the Rev. H. J. Motz-kus, pastor. In addi- 
tion to these, twelve other home mission parishes reduced their requests, making in all 
a reduction of $2,140 in aid from the Board of American Missions. The reductions 
facilitated the support of Resurrection Church, Green Bay, Wisconsin, which began to 
receive support in June, 1941, and of the two brand new congregations at Butte, Mon- 
tana, and South Beloit, Illinois, for which provision is included. Twenty-two congre- 
gations therefore appear on the budget of the Board of American Missions aid approved 
by the synodical board at its meeting on December 11, for a total of $13,100 in 1942. 


South Beloit: Outstanding in the year’s achievements is the organization of a prom- 


ising new congregation at South Beloit, Illinois. It was organized on January 18, 1942, 


with 82 charter members, which number was increased to 93 on Easter Sunday. The 
congregation expects that a pastor will be called before the time of the Synod’s conven- 
tion. 


Church Extension Loans: Kites great achievement during the year has been the 
adjustment of Church Extension loans. Due to the personal work and fine adminis- 
trative gifts of Mr. Elwood L. Bowman, ten congregations have readjusted their debt 
structure and reinstated their Church Extension loans on a basis that makes steady repay- 
ment practicable. A comparison of the appended list of Church Extension loans with 
last year’s will show this advance. 


| Change in synodical board: One change in the personnel of the board was made 
since the last report to the Synod. The Rev. W. H. Clement, by reason of his election 
as president of the Western Conference, takes the place of the Rev. G. T. Olson, who 
had served in this capacity since 1938. 


Special Developments in Congregations 


Following are ‘significant developments in mission congregations since the Jubilee 


meeting of the Synod in September, 1941: 


Antigo- -Polar Parish: The Rev. H. T. Rasmussen returned from his leave of absence 
in November and the congregations have shown rapid aera under his renewed 
leadership. 


Whitnall Park, Hales Corners, has completed its new building. The church was 
dedicated on April 12. 


Trinity, Kenosha: Although war conditions Sn a time made it seem that the build- 
ing project would have to be abandoned, more recently the architect's success in finding 


substitutes for some materials makes it appear that the building can be erected imme- 


diately. 


Jackson Park, Milwaukee: Through the cooperation of Pastor Burmeister who is 
applying what he would pay as rent upon the payments, he now lives in a new 
parsonage. 


St. Peter's, Milweahae: The Rev. R. B. Reed resigned his pastorate Seni Febru- 


ary 7, 1942. The vacancy has been supplied by Milwaukee ministers. It is nae © am 


that a new pastor will have been called by the time the Synod convenes. 


Epiphany, Minneapolis, supplied by senior student Erling Rabe through the sum- 
mer of 1941, was so pleased with his work that the congregation issued him a call, 
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, subject to his ordination by the Synod at this convention. He has continued his pore 
ing in the meantime. 


: Hope, Minneapolis, made vacant by the resignation of the Rev. M. O. Lee, effective 
April 10th, has called senior seminarian William B. Downey, subject to his ordination. 


Lake of the Isles, Minneapolis: The Rev. W. P. Christy, D.D., accepted the call 
of the Lake of the Isles church and took charge of the congregation on March 8th. 


Professor Huffman, supply pastor for the year previous, continues as an active member 


of the congregation. 


Mt. Carmel, Minneapolis: Progress in this mission congregation is evidenced by a 
substantial increase in the pastor’s salary and the first payment on the church’s capital 
debt. 

Bethlehem, Portage: The Rev. H. M. Miller, formerly of First Church, Cannon 
Falls, Minnesota, became pastor on November Ist. The congregation has purchased a 
building which serves temporarily both as chapel and parsonage, located near the center 
of the city’s activities. 


Bethany, Wisconsin Dells, has purchased a beautiful lot on the main ae ect: of 
the town. 


Faith, Swanburg: The Rev. J. F. Masted has resigned, effective April 30, 1942, to 
accept a call to Iowa. 

United, Butte, Montana: The new congregation has called the Rev. George M. Over- 
dier who has accepted the call effective May 15th. The Montana pastors have supplied 
the congregation with services through the winter and report enthusiastic response on 
the part of this young congregation. 


‘Surveys 
The survey division of the Board of American Missions has eiliaed favorably on 
two fields in and near Milwaukee, as well as the one at South Beloit. The synodical 
committee has authorized a survey at Fort Atkinson, Wisconsin. 


Women's Missionary Societies 


‘The Wisconsin Conference society aided the purchase of property in Wisconsin Dells 
and Portage by appropriations of $200 to each of the congregations. It also furnished 
funds for the purchase of much needed equipment in the South Beloit enterprise. More 


recently they paid for hymnals for use in Kaukauna, Wisconsin, where Pastor C. H. . 


Zeidler of Appleton has begun services. 


Synodical Missionary 


Missionary D. H. Shelhart has been occupied the whole time since the Fargo con- 
vention in developing the work at South Beloit. He has been instructed by the synod- 
ical board to devote three months to a survey at Fort Atkinson, Wisconsin, and follow- 
ing that, to start work in one of the Milwaukee fields. 


Home Mission Councils 


The National Lutheran Home Mission Council has been reorganized and has estab- 
lished five regional councils on the territory of the Northwest Synod for the purpose 


of avoiding overlapping in mission work. The Synod of the Northwest, through its _

Your committee on Social Missions has carried on its work dusine the past year 
in cooperation with the Board of Social Missions of the United Lutheran Church 


in America. 


At the Fargo convention of Synod, your committee was directed to ‘‘study the 
relationship of the conferences and congregations to such other Lutheran agencies and 
bring to our next meeting a suitable working program for the guidance of our con-— 
ferences and congregations. 

Your committee herewith reports: 

(1) When the merger of the United Lutheran Church took place in 1918, action 
was taken suggesting that the orphanages be supported by synods which were con- 
tiguous to them. Nachusa orphanage was then recommended to the Synod of the 
Northwest as worthy of the support of the Wisconsin Conference, and the Tabitha 
home, in Nebraska, was recommended for the support of the churches in the Central 
and Western conferences. 
42) That in the report of the Committee on the President's Report for the year 
1920, under item 15, the following is found: | 

““(a) That this Synod adopt the Nachusa Lutheran orphanage as an institution 
of Synod, and that each congregation annually give a free will offering to said in- 
stitution, preferably on children’s day. 

‘“(b) That this Synod of the Northwest at this meeting elect two trustees for 

- said institution for a term of two years.’ 

(3) In the Minutes for 1920 and the report of the President as given on page 
17, there is a discussion of the question of synodical orphanages. The Executive Com- 
mittee had examined the constitution of the Nachusa orphanage and found that the 
constitution required that the directors ° ‘representing cooperating synods ‘shall be elected 


at regular annual meetings of synods.’ 
The President then referred to a special action of the United Lutheran Church 


taken at its convention in 1920 following the recommendation of the Board of Inner 
Missions, that the basis of support of all the orphanages was changed. ‘“The Wiscon- 
sin Conference of the Synod of the Northwest, together with the synods of Illinois, 
Wartburg and Michigan are asked to support the orphanage at Nachusa. The Central © 
and Western conferences of our Synod are asked to support biemamars home, at Lin- 
coln, Nebraska.’’ 

(4) In a search through the minutes of Synod from the time this action was 
taken to the present time, there does not appear to be any action in reference to the 
Nachusa orphanage that would change the status from that wane appears on the 


minutes of Synod. 


Your committee, therefore, offers the following working program for the guidance 
of our conferences and congregations: 


1. That the Wisconsin Conference continue to elect two trustees every two years 
to the board of Nachusa orphanage, and that each congregation in the conference an-

Report of Committee on Students oie the Ministry 


Your committee has endeavored to stimulate interest among promising young men 
in the vocation of the ministry. Much has been done in congregational contacts, summer 
Bible Schools and personal interviews made by its ministerial members incidental to the 
Jubilee Offering canvasses. 

Again the Church is faced with a shortage of men for the ministry. We need more 
men of quality, ability, faith and courage to offer themselves for the preparation for 
the work of the ministry. We plead with pastors and laymen to seek such men, to 
present the matter as opportunity offers and above all to pray the Lord of the harvest 
that He will. send laborers. Some of our prospective ministerial students have been 
called to serve in the armed forces of our country. Our committee has cooperated with 
the President of Synod and with the President of the Seminary in securing deferment 
of some ministerial students who are now seniors in college and who will enter the 
Seminary next September. Others have been denied such deferment. The matter rests with 
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the local draft beads. Our country’s silective service places a high value on the service 
rendered by the ministry of our churches.

Your committee on the work of State Luther Leagues i in our Synod reports as 


follows: 
‘Montana State Luther League 


The Montana State Luther League has enjoyed a year of real progress under the 
leadership of Helen Robertson of Great Falls, who is its president. 

‘The formal organization of a state league took place at the Bible camp at Templed 
Hills on July 11, 1941. A constitution was adopted and officers elected. This newly 
formed organization consisting of approximately 60 members from four congregations — 
made application for membership to the Luther League of America and was accepted 
by the executive committee in January of this year. They will be received into formal 
membership at the 1943 Luther League convention at Rochester, New York. 


Last November the first issue of the “‘Messenger’’ appeared, which serves as a 
monthly newspaper of the Montana leagues, and has as its purpose to keep the four 
leagues in constant touch with one another. 

_All four of the leagues have been doing splendid work in their local congregations. 3 
In Billings, the missionary program has been very commendable. Miss Myrtle Onsrud 
and Miss Elvira Strunk of India and China, respectively, have appeared as guest 
speakers. Great Falls league reports that twice during the year they have taken over 


_ the entire Sunday morning worship service. All the leagues have been holding weekly 


devotional study meetings at which the material used was that suggested by the Luther 
League of America. At the present time the project of the leagues is to promote the 


sale of ““The Lutheran.” 
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Minnesota State Luther League 


Miss Arlyne Frank of the Minnesota League writes: 


There has been formed during the past year a visitation committee composed of 


able representatives chosen from the leagues. By the end of the fiscal year these repre- 
sentatives will have visited every league and every possible prospective league through- 
out the state. At these visitations duties of secretaries are outlined, actions and functions 
of the state committee are explained and problems and weak points are met with and 
discussed to bring about a wise solution. This plan has been approached as a sort of 
home missionary project. 

A financial committee has been working with the state treasurer to draw up a new 
budget, allocating specific estimated amounts to certain funds. A superior system of 
collecting dues has been formed and should provide the means for keeping the new 
budget balanced. 

An outstanding success was the winter camp held at Y. M. C. A. camp Ihduhapi 
on February 21 and 22. The leagues have requested that this outing be made an annual 
event. 

These things we are accomplishing. The educational secretary for ha state has 
been working with local secretaries on an excellent plan for promoting the Luther 
League educational program. All state officers and secretaries are prepared and eager to 
aid the local leagues in their departments wherever there is a need arising. Reports on 
the progress of local leagues are encouraging and favorable. 

We are confident that the Minnesota Luther League will continue to grow in 
strength and wisdom, and we would ask from our elders in the church guidance in 
our activities and faith in our abilities. 


Wisconsin State Luther League 


The Wisconsin State Luther League has enjoyed a fine year under the leadership 
of Fred Holtz of Milwaukee. 

The highlight of the past year was the inspiring and enjoyable convention held in 
November at Holy Trinity Church, La Crosse, Rev. H. N. Stoffel, pastor. This con- 
vention was splendidly attended, considering the fact that La Crosse was far from 
being centrally located in the state. 


| There were a number of pastors, laymen, laywomen, weil young people from sur- 
rounding states in attendance. This was indeed a source of encouragement for our 


leaguers. 
One of the most inspiring events of the convention was the eager and enthusiastic 
raising of $65.00 on the convention floor to meet the year's quota for missions.

The Sunday school committee has done its usual fine work in promoting benevo- 
lence in the Sunday schools. Practically every school in the Synod now uses the duplex 
envelopes and remits monthly to the treasurer of the Synod. ; 

The family altar committee, chiefly through the work of Dr. J. H. Dressler, 
managing editor of the devotional booklet, has continued its work and the booklets 
have again grown tremendously in popularity. 

Figures from the sale of devotional booklets show a gross of 855,000 for the past 
year as compared to 698,400 the year previously. The Lenten circulation reached 250,- 
000. There are 844 standing orders for 73,389 copies. There are 60 agencies, mostly — 


inner missions and for servicemen, that get approximately 5,000 copies of each issue 
free. 


Monthly letters to church councils have gone out regularly, except during the three 
months of Dr. Roth’s illness. 

The synodical bulletin should also be recognized as an activity of this committee. 
The department of church debts has circularized the pastors and received 76 reports 


on the debt situation. Thirty pastors or churches have expressed a desire for assistance

Report of Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary 


A few paragraphs quoted from the report of the faculty to the board of directors 
of our seminary at its meeting on April 30, 1942 set forth some outstanding favors 
bestowed upon us and give us an insight into the work of our institution. 

“Owing to the lengthening of the seminary year, bringing the directors’ meeting 


two weeks before instead of on commencement day the events of the closing of our 


22nd year will be announced rather than reported. The sermon to the graduating class 
will be preached in St. John’s Church, Minneapolis, by the Rev. J. O. Silseth of 
Fargo, father of one of the graduates, and the commencement proper will be held at 


-St. John’s Church, Minneapolis, the Rev. Irwin R. Kraemer giving the address. The 


commencement dinner will be held at the same place at 5:00 p. m. on the same day, 
Friday, May 15. 

‘The year has been the usually busy one, with many outside duties demanding 
the energies of the faculty. Much work has been done in the library under Prof. Hays, 
and the cataloging is well on the way to completion. The new building in the new 
location continues to bring many visitors and to attract many church meetings. 

‘In addition to the work in the library there may be noted the first year of opera- 
tion of the lengthened year, the division into three quarters, the institution of compre- 
hensive examinations for the seniors at the end of their course, the regular carrying of 
a resident post-graduate class of six or seven during the year, the special class in Ger- 
man instructed by Dr. Raun, the membership in the Association of Theological Semi- 


naries, the issuing of a new catalog in improved form 
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‘“‘At least three students that we know of were prevented from coming to: the 
seminary through the military draft. At least two of the coming fall class have been 
similarly taken from us. One student, Marvin Moll, was taken at the beginning of 
his last term. In spite of these losses the present prospects for next year's class are 
promising, 15 applications being at present on file. 

‘“There were in all 23 students in regular attendance during the year, 17 under- 
graduate and 6 postgraduate. There is a shortage of ministers and seminary students; 
measures will have to be taken to fill vacant pulpits and to maintain progress. 

“It should be reported that the president was totally disabled by pneumonia for 
five weeks after January 11 and is getting better gradually. Another interesting event 
occurred at the seminary on the 22nd of this month; Dr. John L. Rothrock of Refor- 
mation Church, St. Paul, came to the seminary and made a gift of fifty thousand dol- 
lars, forty thousand dollars in cash and the balance to come within a few days. 

‘The faculty suggests that, if agreeable to Dr. “Rothrock, a chair be named for 
- him. Since many inconveniences arise from graduation coming after synod, the faculty 
would raise the question of a possible change in the time of synod.” | 

Your Board concurs with the action of the Executive Committee of Synod in the 
proposed establishment of the office of stewardship secretary and we agree to pay one- 
half of the financial obligations under such a joint arrangement. 

Arrangements for conducting an institute for pastors have been committed to the 
faculty by your Board of Directors. We hope to conduct such an institute during the 
latter part of May, 1943. The full support of the pastors is solicited. Your Board also 
authorized an extension course to be conducted in Milwaukee during the winter months. 
Those who take the courses consistently under this plan and meet the requirements 
will receive the degree of S.T.M. The need for more men, better men, is ever before us. 
. Let us pray the Lord of harvest that He will raise up ministers to preach the Word 
and extend the kingdom of our Lord and Saviour. The report of the seminary’s treasurer

Reports from nine pastors in student centers bring the following tabulation: 
3,400 Lutheran students, 434 U. L. C. A. students, an average church attendance of 
395, and 295 students active in seven Lutheran student groups on four campuses. 
Pastor L. Jacobson —— 545 personal contacts during the first four months of his 
work. 


The establishment and Dovid of Lutheran Student Foundations at the state 
universities of Wisconsin and Minnesota marks the most recent progress in student work 
on our territory. This work is undertaken in cooperation with the American Lutheran 
Conference and deserves the moral as well as financial support of our pastors. Your 
committee endorses the appeal of the foundations and suggests, that wherever possible, 
it be carried to our people. | 


The routine work of student census is being carried on annually in cooperation 
with the Women’s Missionary Society and its importance should not be minimized. 
Personal contact with students of our own church must be maintained. 


Upon reasonable requests from the Foundations of the two state universities, your 
committee offers the following recommendations for consideration:

less than eight months of work, compares favorably with what, in former years, might 


have been accomplished in a full year. 

From the ‘‘official acts’’ noted by him, it is obvious that the president has used his 
time most profitably in the discharge of his varied responsibilities. Within the Synod, 
he has endeavored to capitalize on the splendid spirit developed in the jubilee and has 
recommended that the jubilee offering be completed and that the director be authorized 
to make the necessary arrangements. He has added an official recommendation to the 
plan of the stewardship committee providing for the creation of the office of a full-time 
stewardship secretary. 

2) a preserve the richness of our Lutheran heritage, iis pastors and delegates to this 
convention are urged to cooperate with the next phase of the promotion plan of the 
United Lutheran Church which will make re-live the lives and deeds of Henry Melchior 
Muhlenberg and Father Heyer.

Report of the Foreign Missions Committee 


At the Golden Jubilee of the Synod of the Northwest in Fargo, North Dakota, 
in September, 1941, your Committee on Foreign Missions assembled to map out a 
course of procedure that would meet more effectively a changed world situation. Al- 
though the churches of our Synod have never been apathetic to the cause of foreign 
missions we can now report evidences of a great awakening among our congregations 
to the world’s need of the Gospel of Jesus Christ and a greater enthusiasm in carrying 
out our Lord’s commission to go into all the world. 

The committee met again in Minneapolis, on October 30, with the Rev. John C. 
Finefrock, D.D., Missionary to India on furlough, together with our synodical presi- 
dent, the Rev. R. H. Gerberding, D.D. By action at this meeting a communication 
was addressed to all pastors and congregational secretaries whose purpose was to enlist 
all churches in the India centennial appeal to raise $50,000. Early in January this year 
another communication was sent to all pastors adding emphasis to this effort. . 

Recently a questionnaire was addressed to all pastors to determine the extent of 
their congregational missionary operations. Of the sixty-eight churches which returned 
the questionnaire, the following results are gleaned. Thirty-three pastors report that 
foreign missionaries have spoken in their churches. Forty-eight presented the Epiphany 
appeal for foreign missions in 1941. Forty-nine have presented the Centennial appeal. 
Forty-two received Centenary offerings amounting to $1,630.00. Sixty-one signified 
their intention to present Lutheran World Action in 1942 whose major task is to 
sustain orphaned missions in many Lutheran centers throughout the world. 

Noteworthy among those who contributed to the Centenary appeal are four con- 


- gregations which have each accepted the project of building a village church in India at 
a cost of $250. These churches and their pastors are Lake Park, Milwaukee. the Rev. 
John F. Fedders, D.D.; St. John’s, Minneapolis, the Rev. Lyle C. Burns; St. Mark's, 
Fargo, the Rev. Fred W. Ihlenfeld; and Luther Memorial, Madison, the Rev. C. A. 
Puls. | | 

Since the Board of Foreign Missions made direct contact with pastors through 
bulletins, missionary programs and extensive information on the life of the Rev. John 
Christian Frederick Heyer, founder of our India mission, it is likely that much more 
missionary information has been disseminated during the past year than the foregoing 
compilations would indicate. It is well known that the Women’s Missionary Society 
carries on a continuous program of missionary education in our churches. Our synodical 
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_ Women's Missionary Society has gone beyond its quota in the $50,000 Centenary 
goal set by the women’s societies of the United Lutheran Church in America. 

The churches supporting missionaries, parishes abroad and proteges are listed on 
pages 66 and 67 in the Minutes of Synod of 1939. f

Report of the Committee on Church Music 


In June, 1941, your committee chairman met with the Music committee of the 
United Lutheran Church in America in Philadelphia. Out of that meeting came a 
questionnaire for all synods on the subject, The Present Position and Needs of 
Church Music in the Synod’s Churches. We cooperated and returned the questionnaire 
with information which we thought stated fairly such position and needs as we have 
seen it on the Northwestern territory. The ULCA committee intends to study and 
make recommendations early in the summer of 1942. 

. Until then we point out again those things which may serve to build church 
music to its rightful and necessary worth in our churches. 

1. Requests for assistance and advice and music suggestions are still answered in 
abundance by your committee. 

2. Sursum Corda, endorsed by the Music committee of the ULCA, saves us aie 
time and labor in answering many of these problems; though many of our churches 
still do not receive it. 

3. Records of the Common Service are available through the eublication nanan: 
and are an answer to most of the liturgical problems that bothered us years ago. And 
although they are not the final and complete answer to our service, buy them and use 
them to improve the service in your church. 

4. Loan libraries in connection with choir festivals and the festivals themselves, 
should be encouraged as promotion agencies of the better things in church music. And 
at the same time such agencies could cut the cost of better music in the church. 

5, Since 1942 is the 200th anniversary of Handel’s Oratorio, ‘“The Messiah,’’ and 
since ‘“The Messiah’’ is still among the peers of our church music structure, we recom- 
mend that all of our church choirs give some study to all or parts cf ‘‘The Messiah’’ 
and, where possible, use its parts through the Advent, Christmas, Lent and Easter 
seasons. Choirs that find it impossible to render any part of it as the service, ought not 
‘miss the for its study, anyway. | |

Report of the Committee on Parish and Church Schools 


_ This committee is now organized to function along conference lines, with sub- 
committees charged with responsibility for promotion in each area of synod. It is 
hoped that in this way the committee may be of more direct service to congregations 
and organizations. 


The committee has arranged the itinerary of the Rev. E. S. Spees, associate secre- 
tary for youth work, who will be on our territory from September 22 to October 13. 


A number of Children of the Church rallies were held last November. Those 
reported include a Twin City rally at Holy Trinity, Minneapolis, attended by 250 
children and their leaders; a Milwaukee rally of the same size; and a third including 
the Racine and Kenosha churches. | | 

The Northwest synod’s Children of the Church subscribed a total of $379 to the 
U.L.C.A. Children of the Church budget of $12,000, which has been met in full. 

A significant trend is the first coaching school held at Wauwatosa, Wisconsin, Janu- 
ary 20, 1942, with Mrs. Mabel Fenner as resource leader. Forty registered leaders 
of the Children of the Church were present from Wisconsin churches. Mrs. L. B. 
Goodrich of Milwaukee, a member of this committee, is also the synodical secretary for 
the Children of the Church. She urges that pastors appoint key persons who will 
initiate this program in their parishes. 

_-The thirty-fifth annual convention of the Wisconsin State Sunday School associa-— 
tion was held at Waukesha, Wisconsin, August 22-23, 1941. The Rev. C. H. Zeidler 
of Appleton is the president. The paper ‘Associations’ is published. The Central 
Conference Church School association met at Holy Trinity, St. Paul, May 16-17. This . 
association is under the leadership of the Rev. H. J. Motz-kus, and publishes the 
“Church School Bell. "* We urge pastors and lay leaders to support these organizations 


more actively. 
Summer schools are organized in all three conferences of synod. The Central con- 


ference launched a Junior High camp last summer. Local parishes should support these 
schools by sending their workers and potential leaders, offering scholarships, Bes 
and providing transportation. 

The Northwest District Institute of Milwaukee was again held this year, with a 
splendid faculty and program. | 

Secretary Arthur H. Getz reports that a total of 159 course cards were issued to 
workers of the Northwest Synod during 1941. He urge that more leadership training 
work of standard grade be offered in 1942.

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Women's Missionary Society of the English Lutheran 
Synod of the Northwest __ 


The ninth biennial convention of the Women’s Missionary Society 
of the Northwest Synod was held in St. Mark’s Church, Fargo, North 
Dakota, September 21, 22, and 23, 1941. A full report of this conven- 
tion by Mrs. Charles L. Grant, president, and a complete report of the 
treasurer, Mrs. J. E. Tepoorten, is found in the Minutes of the Fifty- 
first annual convention of the Synod of the Northwest. 

The Society continues to grow and expand through the work of 
the Extension and Promotion departments. 

~The Extension department aims to interest all the women of the 
church in its program. In local societies it visits members of the church, 
calls on shut-ins and lapsed members, and seeks to gain new members 
for the society. 

The Promotion department i is active organizing new “me in our 
churches. No longer are societies known as ‘‘Women’s’’ “Young 
Women’s.’’ A church may have as many societies as the age of its mem- 
bers, their interests, or a convenient time of meeting may suggest 

Membership privileges are shared alike by all members. All have a 
common purpose—that of missionary education and the support of our 


missionary obligations. 
The society hopes to increase its erateriinp by 10% before the 


| next convention. 


- Fargo convention ieeorts showed an active membership of 2,671 
with 152 associate members and 118 congregational societies. During 
the biennium the society's membership increased 8.8% while its giving 
increased 10.9%. 

The treasurer's report showed receipts for the biennium to be 
$30,818.22. 

The India Love-Gift gathered in commemoration of one hundred 
years of missionary service in India is cause for rejoicing. According to 
its last report the general society has received a total of $74,791.00. Of 
that amount our synodical society raised $2,793.00 which is more than 


a dollar per member, our quota. Only eight synodical societies out of 


30 exceeded our contribution, Ohio leading with $6,311.00. 
But one major change has taken place in our program since the con- 


vention. 


Faith Lippard, missionary to Japan for 17 years, who was supported 
through our Synodical Special, was married on May 25th to the Rev. 
Dr. Walter Krumwiede of Grace Church, Rochester, N. Y. 

Her resignation was accepted by the executive board of the Women’s 


_Missionary Society as of June 1, 1942. As yet we have not heard what 


missionary or project we shall be asked to support in her stead. 

At the meeting of synodical society presidents which was held in 
Philadelphia on January 28, 1942, discussion was based on the theme: 
“The On-Going Mission in War Time and Beyond.” 
| From the findings of that conference we quote: 

‘‘As members of the Church of Christ and members of the Wom- 
en's Missionary Society, we are convinced of the necessity of the on- 
going mission during war and beyond. Through the missionary societies, 


a two-fold objective is being stressed: 
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1. To extend definite efforts toward deepening spiritual life, increas- 
ing the missionary education and promoting the missionary program 
among the women of the church. | 

2. As a financial special, emphasizing the general budget. 

“The hope is not only to maintain the present work, but to enlarge 
it and to meet any emergency that may arise. Emphasizing the necessity 
of giving gifts through the regular budget channels and stressing the 


work of all the regular departments will make it possible to keep up the 


budgets for all the mission fields, even though we realize that for the 
present some of the money will have to be kept in reserve in this country 
until some way will be opened to get it to countries such as China and 
Japan. Confidence prevailed that the Church of Christ will continue to 
carry on in these lands.”’
